AUTHOR's APOLOGY. 


HE Author begs leave to prefix a few words by way of Apology for 
ſome Exceptions that may ariſe to the following work. The Per- 
ſonality of the Satire; the Ara of Publication; the Article of Chronology ; 
and certain Annotations by the modern Euftathius. | 


In regard the Perſonality of the Satire, the author conceives, That 
no character, howſoever dignified and reſpectable in itſelf, can plead ex- 
emption from Satire. If in Honours ſome are diſtinguiſhed from the ge- 
neral herd, in Ignominy they ſhould. likewiſe be diſtinguiſhed from the 
croud. A rogue in ruffles, led to puniſhment, is followed and regarded 
with popular attention ; and conſequently, with Public Advantage. 
Beſides, for the conduct and convenience of the Poem, Individuals are 


_ neceſſarily brought forward; whilſt an obſcure ſon of Fortune had neither 


claimed attention, nor dignified the Work. 


If Perſonal Satire carry with it an appearance of Malice, general Satire 
is too indefinite and undetermined to be felt and brought home by the 
Individual that reads it: We ſhake it from ourſelves, and kindly transfer 
it to our next neighbour. From perſonal or particular Satire, reſults 
a particular application; we make it our own ; while, in the lan- 
guage of Swift, The Backſide of the wrd has been ſo often whipped, 


s that it has become quite callous. 


One Gambler having little to diſcriminate him from another, a ſame- 
neſs of character would frequently obtrude itſelf. Virtue and Goodneſs,

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Magnanimity and Honour, may be variouſly exemplified : but one pre- 


vailing and vicious paſſion admits of little diverſity; Rapaciouſneſs, and 
a Diſpoſition to oppreſs and plunder, uniformly characterizing every 
Follower of the Turf; while the leaſt deviation into reQitude, or com- 
punction for the victim of their Avarice, were fatal to the fortunes of 
Beings, that live on the Hap of the day, or in but in the Sunſhine of ;

To the ra of Publication it is with truth anſwered, That originally 
the work was never intended for public inſpection. The parts were writ- 
ten at different times, in a detached and unconnected manner, as Fancy, 
or an Indiſpoſition to ſevere application, operated on the mind of the 
author. Some of the Characters are now no more ; whilſt others 

amongſt the Living, perhaps more illuſtrious in the Annals of New- 


market, might with greater propriety have been ſelected, and preferred. 


Let it ſuffice, that the Author, after much pains to diſpoſe and connect 


many disjointed parts, ventures a Poem which he calls Tre Gamblers, 
before the great tribunal of the Public. 


Happy, ſhould the inſtruc- 
tion and morals recommended in the expoſure of Vice, reclaim one 
Knight of the Black-Table; or ſave one yet innocent and uncorrupted 


Youth from the folly of a profeſſion, at once ſo dangerous and immoral. 


In the article of Chronology, it is hoped, the Writer will not be 
found indulging to exceſs, a Licence, which the beſt poets have .fre- 
quently aſſumed. It is agreed, that Homer, who writ about 200 Years 
after the Trojan War, recognizes, under the characters of Tychius and 
Phemius, Two of his own friends, as exiſting, and excelling in their 


profeſſions, uo centuries before they were born. It is likewiſe agreed, 


that in Virgil a ſimilar Anachroniſm of two centuries occurreth in an 


intereſting narrative between Dido and Aneas. Not to mention the 


Cave-adventure of that pious hero with the beautiful and love-fick E//za, 
who, at that time, had been gathered to the arms of Sichzus, upwards 
of two hundred years. The author, however, is not conſcious of 
having exceeded more than once a period of fifteen years; for the moſt 

part 
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part confining himſelf to that of five, or ten. Having taken up the 
queſtion on a large and generous ground, he has not always regarded the 
Minutiæ of the Turf: nor, ſervilely adhering to eſtabliſhed Laws of Ho- 
nour, and the manners of New- market, has he at all times purſued the 
Manœuvres of the Knowimng-one, as regularly trained as a Race-horſe to 
the ſervice, Profeſſing himſelf neither the Editor of a Sporting Calendar, 
nor yet Hiſtorian-general of the Turf, he ſhall be happy to receive, 
through any channel, the liberal ſtrictures of the candid and intelligent 
reader, who ſhall think his. time not wholly miſemployed in commu- 
nicating information, or obliging him with uſeful obſervations. 


The Annotations of the modern Euſtathius may ſeem invidious and 
malignant ; and will probably excite a frown from the Chair. Thoſe, 
| however, who are acquainted with his Lordſhip's Modeſty, and mode of 
Criticiſm, while they /augh with the real Author, may likewiſe frown at 
the ſuppoſed Critic. Many, it is feared, from their ignorance of a 
character ſo much talked of, yet ſo little underſtood, will nat enter into 5 
the real ſpirit of his Lordſhip's criticiſms : however, as the works of : 
Pope and Shakefpear may be read and underſtood without comments by 
Doctor Warburton, the Annotations by the modern Euſtathius may like- 
vwiſe be paſſed over with as little prejudice to the Work before us.

Not meant of 
any particular Duke, but of many Dukes, whom it may concern, and 
who dignify their rank and character in life by aſſociating with every 
betting Dennis of the age. The Author begs leave to obſerve, once for 
all, that if in the courſe of the following work, he ſhould be thought to 
indulge his acerbity on thoſe in high or exalted ſtations, the objection, it 
is preſumed, will not hold good. Rank, or ſtation in life, is what Logi- 
cians term the accident, not the ſulject. The Author hath not chaſtized a 
Lord, but merely the contingent villainy, which may have fallen to the 
ſhare of that particular Lord. A Lord is no object of ſatire ; his dignity 
is reſpectable: but vice is an object of ſatire, and ſhould be dragged forth 
whether it lurk under livery, or lace. Not to mention, that example is 


always more or leſs rapid in perten t to the quality and elevation 
of the perſon who ſets it.
